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June Valli likes to put life into her songs. Bounce, and a 
lively beat — she has a talent for these, as do most pop 
singers, but the “life” June loves is realism. No “OO-eee-gaw” 
or “Oooby Doom” lyrics for her if she can help it — her top- 
selling disks have been story-songs, “Crying In The Chapel,” 
“The Wedding” & “Looking At The World Thru A Teardrop”, 


Each is a sentimental tale told to music, about a love-affair © 


with a beginning and an ending, including both the heart- 
aches and the happinesses that make up real loving and liv- 
ing. 

Especially does this petite Mercury star enjoy singing “real” 
songs to teen-agers. “Sure, youngsters get a kick out of fun 
songs and novelty tunes —,” she says, “but they have their 
deeper emotions, too. I don’t believe in singing ‘down’ to 
teen-agers — they’re young human being's capable of the 
same joys or hurts we adults feel. Gosh, I remember my own 
teen days — ” 

This doesn’t take any great feat of memory, of course, be- 
cause dark-haired June with the brown velvet eyes still con- 
siderg herself “just a grown-up Perry Como fan.” In her 
Bronx and Manhattan school days, when she was president of 
the Como Club, June was much too shy to realize that she 
had any vocal ability of her own. And if some soothsayer or 
Chinese fortune-cookie had ever intimated that she would 
some day appear in person on her idol’s own Television Show, 
she would have had stage fright for years in anticipation. 

Even today, with millions of fans of her own, she says, 
“I’m always more nervous when singing with Perry than at 
any other time — and I still feel like hanging around the 
stage door and asking for his autograph when he come out!” 

Born in New York of Italian and Austrian parents, she 
originally aimed at becoming a dress designer. After high 
School, however, she was forced to take a bookkeeping posi- 
tion until enough money could be saved for college and the 
designing course. It was at this time that Fate decided that 
if June’s life was to be associated with needles, it had better 
be the Hi-Fi diamond-point kind. 

It was December of 1951. ‘June attended the wedding 
reception of a friend in the Bronx. At the height of the 
celebration someone suggested that June sing a song. She 
was petrified, never having sung in public before. She sang 
“Stormy Weather.” 


“It was an awful song at a wedding, but it’s the only one I 


knew,” she recalled with a shudder. 

An uncle of Abe Burrows,’ author, wit and sometimes TV 
personality was at the reception. He was so impressed that he 
arranged for June to audition for the Arthur Godfrey Talent 
Scout Show. She won the first prizt on the show two weeks 
later. Following that, she made network guest appearances 
with all the TV toppers, — Como, Ed Sullivan, Crosby — 
and in turn, these one-nighters lengthened into year-long en- 

- gagements on the “Lucky Strike Hit Parade,” “Stop 
Music,” and her own NBC “June Valli Show.” Signed by Mer- 


cury Records to a lush recording contract, and spot-lighted in . 


all the plush nite-clubs and hotels of the country, the small 
brunette from the Bronx had, in a few short years, graduated 
to an internationally known singing star. 

In disposition, June is quiet, serious, generous-hearted and 
sensitive.

If every success story has to have 
its “darkest hour before the dawn,” the 
singing Eligibles have already had 
theirs — a very un-merry first Christ- 
mas in Hollywood. 

That was the Christmas of 1957. 
Their first big break after months of 
the traditional hard knocks in Holly- 
wood was a first record, “Shakespeare 
Rock ’n’ Roll,” a song they wrote them- 
selves. 

It was notably unsuccessful every- 
where except in their hometown, Seat- 
tle, where it was requested continually 
by the boys’ mothers. Unfortunately, 
the boys had quit their part-time jobs 
to plug the “hit,” and Christmas found 
them singing Christmas carols around 
their neighborhood — where a _ well- 
wisher thought them such a pathetic 
sight he gave them $5! They spent the 
whole fin on hamburgers. 

Christmas of 1960 should see The 
Eligibles with a brightly-lit career un- 
der their tree. Capitol released their se- 
cond album July 5 — a highly original, 
imaginative, and skillful program of 
jazz vocals entitled “Love Is A Gamble.” 
The LP was all the more unusual as an 
indication of the Eligibles’ versatility. 
Their first album was Old Western 
harmony tunes collected in a record- 
. ing called, “Along The Trail.” 

Their latest single record, released 
July 25, is “East Of West Berlin,” a 
topical tune about a soldier who must 
part with hig love at the Russian zone. 

In spite of their rising stock, the 
Eligibles stick to their early modus 
operandi; to sing any time they can 
polish their act and gather a few more 
friends. 


Recently they entertained Hollywood’s 


biggest names at the Friars charity 
testimonial dinner for Dean Martin. 
Their full, chesty harmony was heard

in the soldiers’ theme of the sound- 
track for the movie, “The Horse Sol- 
diers.” 

They have been appearing regularly 
on the Johnny Otis and Country America 
TV Shows in Log Angeles. (The quar- 
tet is as glib in pop and western music 
as rock-and-roll.) 

They were a featured act on Ken 
Murray’s Blackouts of 1959 and spe- 
cial guests on the Danny Thomas TV 
Show. Their appearances at high schools 
and colleges in Southern California 
are countless. 

They have duced on several albums, 
including one with Capitol’s Sonny 
James. Their first Cap single, “Car 
Trouble” and “I Wrote A Song,” got 
big play even though the boys were 
tapped for military service about the 
time of its-release and basic training 
os a big hindrance in plugging the 

isc. 

Though still in their early twenties, 
the boys’ hopes for fame stretch back 
ten years. They first began singing to- 
gether in junior high school at the war- 
boom town of Renton, Washington,

ly existence, they can’t explain why. 

At one point, with no money to pay 
rent, they took sleeping bags and bed- 
ded down in the backyard of a re- 
iative’s home. Bob Zwirn was discover- 
ed working nights in a photo lab; “Big 
Ron” Rolla got a job in an all-night re- 
cord store; “Little Ron” Hicklin tucked 
in patients at a dog-and-cat hospital; - 
and Stan washed dishes at a 24-hour 
cafe. That left days free for rehears- 
ing and knocking on Hollywood’s well- 
known immovable doors. 

When Eartha Kitt needed an act to 
complete her show at Las Vegas’ glit- 
tering El] Rancho Vegas in March last 
year, the boys were enlisted. They 
borrowed $500 for tuxedog and a used 
ear, and departed for the Vegas Strip. 

The Vegas act proved the turning 
point. Not long afterwards came a con- 
tract with Capitol Records and a long 


list of similar successes.
